ACCIDENTS ARE COSTLY 
If anyone were to say that the Ameri­ 
can people were careless and thoug htless, 
the averag e citizen in Sedalia, or else­ 
where, would rise up in arms to defend 
the g ood name of our people. 
And yet, 
w e sometimes wo nder if we do not de­ 
serve just such condemnatio n. 
' 
Let's look at facts just a bit and see. 
Acco rding to fig ures compiled 
by 
the 
Natio nal Safety Council, there were 89,- 
oOO accidental deaths 
in 
the 
United 
States during J 933. 
Four hundred more 
peo ple died in this country throug h acci­ 
dents during 193.*^ than during 1932. 
While we realize statistics are rather 
drv% we should realize that the g reater 
percentag e o f these deaths were prevent­ 
able if these persons or someone around 
them had used ordinary precaution. The 
total o f 8 9 ,500 accidental deaths w^ere 
divided into: 
Motnr vehicle, 30,500, or an increase 
f>f 500 over 19 32: other public, 17,500, 
or a decrease of 500 from 19 32; home 
accidents, 29 ,500, an increase of 500 over 
19 32; 
occupatio nal, 
14,500, 
a 
decrease 
o f 500 from 19 32. 
Let's analyze the fig ures in the para- 
jg raph above a little. 
Motor vehicle fa­ 
talities increased hv 500 during 1933 in 
Bpitc o f the fact that few^er cars were 
"being operated and less g asoline consum- 
•d. 
This means that drivers of motor

People freq uently 
are surprised 
to find that they have, as the say ­ 
ing goes, leak age of the heart. It 
may be discovered on a life insur­ 
ance examination or other routine 
examination, 
as 
for 
employ ment. 
They 
are 
surprised because 
they 
had no sy mptoms from it, no inti­ 
mations 
that 
any 
such 
condition 
existed. 
Naturally , 
also, 
they 
are 
q uite 
frightened, and it ie not easy to 
assure them. And y et the fact is 
there are people who have leak ­ 
age of the heart from the time of 
childhood to old age, and who live 
out their full expectancy and more, 
writhout ever hearing from the m at­ 
ter at all. 
How can we explain this? Well, 
perhaps it can be made clear by a 
diagram and an appeal to the simple 
experience of mechanics. 
The heart has four chambers, and 
the blood moves successively from 
one of these to the other, and then 
out either into the lungs or into the 
general body circulation. It is pro­ 
pelled 
by the 
contraction 
of the 
muscles w'hich form the walls of 
these chambers. Obviously , for me­ 
chanical 
efficiency 
it 
is 
req uired 
that when the blood moves, it shall 
move in one direction and not back - 


ture has placed valves between 
the 
chambers and at the mouth of th« L 
great blood vessels leading to the 
lung.« ! and to the body circulation.,. 
Now. sometimes through 
disease, 
these valves become shrunk en
